Two plans for 
Collins Center 


By Lisa Boudreau 

The School Committee will review 
two proposals Tuesday, Nov. 17, about 
managing the J. Everett Collins Center 
for the Performing Arts, 

The proposals were chosen by a vol- 
unteer group of community members 
picked by the committee to investigate 
management options for the facility 
that has sat relatively idle since the 
spring of 1991.The non-profit group 
chosen to run the facility when it was 
built in 1984, and several of the man 
agement companies it hired, folded 
and disbanded in March of 1991. 


During the summer and early fall of 


this year, the subcommittee received 
about five proposals from local and 
out-of-state groups that wanted to man 
age the Collins Center, 

Lawrence repertory company 

One proposal the School Committee 
will consider is from a Lawrence the- 
ater group. The Gerrett Co. proposes a 
repertory company based at the 
Collins Center. It proposes to include 
children’s theater, repertory group 
productions, theater workshops, as 
well as professional entertainment 
shows, said School Committeeman 
Chris Outwin, who has worked with 
the subcommittee. 

“They don’t have an extensive back 
ground in theater management, Their 
area of expertise is in high quality 
local theater,” Dr. Outwin said, 

New Hampshire duo 

The second proposal is from two 
New Hampshire businessmen. 
Michael Flanagin of Windham, N.H. 
and David Jenkins of Portsmouth, 
N.H., want to bring larger-scaled pro- 
ductions to the Collins Center than the 
Lawrence group, but smaller acts than 
were staged at the Collins Center in 
the past. 

Mr. Flanagin’s expertise is in book 
ing entertainment acts, He has worked 
for many large halls such as the Wang 
Center in Boston and the Worcester 
Civic Center, Mr. Jenkins’ background 
includes entertainment hall manage- 
ment including the Capital:Theater in 
Concord, N.H., said Dr, Outwin, 

“The gist of their proposal is to 
bring in smaller acts with a range that 
includes comedy, folk music, dance, as 
well as business conferences and lec- 
ture series,” Dr. Outwin said. 

What it will cost 

According to Dr. Outwin, both 

groups estimate it will cost $#30:000 to 


$150,000 a year to operate box office, 
Management, secretarial, clerical and 
promotional staff. Day-to-day mainte- 
nance and utilities are covered in the 
schools’ budget as part of the high 
school that uses the Collins Center as 
its auditorium, said Dr. Outwin, 

“Both groups believe that money 
could eventually be generated out of 
proceeds. But the question the commit- 
tee has to discuss is what is a reason 
able level of start-up money and risk 
that can be provided by the town,” he 
said, 

According to Dr. Outwin, $10,000 
per month, for three to six months, isa 
“ball-park” figure to begin estimating 
Start-up costs. 

“Neither one has made a specific 
proposal” on how to fund start-up 
costs, he said. That will be part of the 
committee's discussion Tuesday, Nov. 
17, at 7:30 p.m. in the school offices on 
Whittier Court. 


Gaining lost 
ground on SATs 


Last year Andover High School stu 
dents made up some of the ground they 
lost on college board scores the previ- 
ous year, 

This year school officials are build- 
ing on successful strategies to help stu: 
dents score even higher on the 
Scholastic Aptitude Tests. Math scores 
rose from a mean of 499 to 516, and ver- 
bal scores went from 442 to 446, 

SAT scores are used by many col 
leges and universities as a measure of 
students’ potential, 

In 1991 AHS students scored 14 
points lower in math and seven points 
lower in verbal tests than the previous 
year, 

In Andover approximately 90 per 
cent of high school juniors and seniors 
take the SATs, Last year the school’s 
English and math teachers reviewed 
the guide booklet provided by the SAT 
publishers to see how they could help 
students prepare better and score high 
er on the tests. 

Last year the school scheduled a 
reading period for students during the 
school day, hired a consultant to pre 
sent a review session for the junior 
class, hired tutors for practice SAT ses-

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What's it like

David Huneryager is a modern-day 
troubadour who’s living in Andover while 
he performs in Phantom of the Opera in 
Boston. 

Mr. Huneryager is a classically trained 
baritone who has expanded his vocal hori 
zons by performing in musical theater, but 
not just any musical theater. 

He’s one of the primary cast members of 
the second National Touring Company of 
Andrew Lloyd Webber’s Phantom of the 
Opera, now in Boston. He plays Monsieur 
Firmin, one of the managers of the opera 
house. 

“T’m not disappointed that I’m not the 
Phantom. I’m not a Phantom. I can sing the 
Phantom’s music, but I really fit the role of 
the manager,” said the 46-year-old Indiana 
native, who is renting an Andover home 
with his wife, Brenda, and their two chil- 
dren, while he performs at the Wang Center 
for the Performing Arts. 

“The Phantom’s music has some difficult 
ranges.

“You don’t get into gov- 
ernment work for the mon- 
ey,” he said. 

The Labor Relations Com- 
mission is a quasi-judicial 
agency that handles all labor 
disputes involving state and 
municipal employees and 
health-care workers, none of 
whom have the right to 
strike. 

“The state has an interest 
in not allowing them to 
strike,” Mr. Dalton said. 

The commission also over- 
sees certification of unions 
and union elections. The 
commission has 18 employ- 
ees. 


The commissioners review 
labor complaints for probable cause, and if 
found, appoint a hearing officer to hear 
them. The commissioners then review the 
findings of the hearing officer and either 
approve or deny the decisions. 

“It’s an administrative judge’s position 
essentially,” Mr. Dalton said. 

Several cases involving Andover patrol- 
men are pending before the board. 

“T’d have to step aside on any issue involv- 
ing Andover,” he said. 

Approximately 1,500 cases are filed with 
the labor commission every year. The com- 
mission has a 2,600-case backlog right now, 
increasing at 400 per year, Mr. Dalton said. 

“Tt now takes three to five years to get a 
hearing,” he said. 

He is looking forward to working with the 
other two commissioners in finding ways to 
relieve that backlog. One of the ways they 
might be able to do that is by finding another 
way of dealing with cases in which non-

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cases make up a large num- 
ber of the commission’s 
backlog and Mr. Dalton 
hopes the commissioners 
can find another way to 
resolve those cases.

Mark Jaklovsky 

“Mr. Perot has the 
only viable plan to 
reduce the deficit 
and the debt. On the 
domestic front, we do 
need authority; up to 
now the solutions 
have been gridlock 
or half-measures. 
You need to take 
firm steps.” 

Mark Jaklovsky, a 
Phillips Academy 
senior from 
Andover, has recent- 
ly spent much of his 
time volunteering 
for Andover Citizens 
For Perot. 

This group, orga- 
nized by Dino Dia- 
mondis, consists of 
citizens who frus- 
trated by the two- 
party system have 
looked to Mr. Perot 
for leadership. 
Among other things, 
Mark has been lob- 
bying in the streets 
with his school- 
mates, Matt Feragut- 
to and Johann 
Aaspo. “It is difficult 
to do stuff because of 
our schedules,” he 
emphasized. 

“Clinton’s plan 
doesn’t even try to 
reduce the deficit. 


] 
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The numbers don’t 
add up,” he said. 
“Bush wants to cut 
taxes and spending. 
By cutting taxes you 
don’t really spur con 
sumers. Spending 
cuts would pump 
less money into the 
economy.” 

Mr. Perot’s plan 
proposes a_ hefty 
increase in research- 
and-development 
expenditures. “This 
is important because 
all technology gener- 
ally benefits people 
as a whole. Germany 
and Japan are doing 
the same thing; we 
need to match their 
progress. 

“We spend more 
per person on educa- 
tion than any other 
country. We need to 
reconstruct,” he 
explained. “In the 
short term we can’t 
worry about educa 
tion. We have to 
reduce the debt 
before we can throw 
money at anything 
else.” 

Referring to the 
debates, “not any 
one person won, 
Hach has their own 
style. Clinton sound- 
ed ‘stiff. Perot and 
Bush, on occasion, 


sounded more imme 
diate and extempora- 
neous.” 

Before Mr. Perot 
dropped out of the 
race in July, his 
character had been 
frequently attacked. 
Mark cited this as “a 
desperate attempt by 
the press to blacklist 
him. Now, the press 
is playing the ‘ignore 
Perot’ game. Major 
newspapers are 
biased and the press 
has an inherent fear 
of third-party candi- 
dates that could dis- 
rupt the firmly laid 
two-party system.” 

On the issue of 
abortion, “Most peo- 
ple don’t know he’s 
pro-choice.” A lot of 
misinformed pro- 
choice advocates will 
vote for Gov. Clinton 
because they believe 
Mr. Perot is pro-life. 


In addition, “the 
polls shouldn’t be 
taken as the last 


word. A lot of people 
who respond to polls 
don’t actually go out 
and vote.” 

Many Americans 
are wary of Mr. Per- 
ot’s lack of govern- 
mental experience, 
Mark added, “but it 
depends on whether 


you prefer experi- 
enced politicians 
who have been influ- 
enced by PAC mon- 
ey, or fresh blood. 
People shouldn't feel 
they are throwing 
away their vote 
when they vote for 
Perot.” 

Both of Mark’s 
parents have voted 
Republican for the 
past six years. He 
may pursue a career 
in the foreign ser- 
vice, and biotechnol- 
ogy also interests 
him. 

When asked what 
he feels about Admi- 
ral Stockdale, candi- 
date Perot’s running 
mate, he replied, 
“Stockdale is intelli- 
gent; he doesn’t hap- 
pen to be a great 
speaker, Perot chose 
Stockdale because he 
knew him well as a 
person and_ thus 
knew he could do the 
job.”

Andover police station Sunday night 
after 48 hours of intensive work on the 
part of Andover detectives Donald Pat 
tullo and James Haggerty. The two 
detectives were as relieved as anyone 
when it was ove} 

“They showed up at 6 o'clock, Greg 
Brown, the attorney and little (the boy's 
name), Detective Pattullo said 

“He seemed fine,” Detective Pattullo 
said of the boy, “He was no worse for 
wear. He ate a lot of junk food is what 
he said.” 

Detective Pattullo said Mr. Brown 
had kept the boy in a room at a 
Woburn motel since Friday, 

The boy lives in Andover with his 
mother and his younger brother and 
the boys’ stepfather. The mother and 
the boys’ stepfather were in Hawail 
last Friday, and a nanny was taking 
care of the children, The mother and 
stepfather flew all night Friday to get 
home early Saturday morning. 

Chief James Johnson credited his 
detectives for their sensitive and pro 
fessional handling of the case, and 
their tireless effort to resolve the situa 
tion as quickly as they did. 

“All the footwork was really done by 
detectives Donny Pattullo and Jim 
Haggerty, and the assistant district 
attorney (Emmett Ballard) assigned to 
the case,” the chief said. 

Nanny watched kidnapping 
The nanny, whom police did not 


identify, was standing on the steps of 


the house watching the boys get off the 
bus when a blue Plymouth Voyager 
van pulled up and Mr. Brown got out 
with something in his hands, she told 
police. The man handed the younger 
brother a package, then allegedly wres- 
tled the older boy into the van. 

“He grabbed (the older boy) and 
there was a little bit of a struggle and 
he put him in the van,” Detective Pat-

tullo said. 

The nanny hadn't recognized Mr. 
Brown at first because he hasn't been 
allowed to see the children by court 
order for at least 10 months, according 
to Detective Pattullo. She ran down to 
the bus stop, but not before Mr. Brown 


allegedly sped off at a high rate of 


speed with his son, 

A young neighborhood man wit- 
nessed the incident and chased the van 
toward Canterbury Street in his own 
car, but lost it when the school bus 
stopped just down the road, the van 
swerved around it and the youth 
stopped for fear of hitting another 
child. 

The nanny took the younger brother 
back to the house and a neighbor called 
police, 

Detectives Pattullo and Haggerty 
found the van just after 4 p.m., aban- 
doned in the parking lot at the 
Andover Country Club. 

“We noticed a little sneaker next to 
the driver’s side door,” Detective Pat- 
tullo said, 

Detectives concluded that the boy 
had probably been pulled over the con- 
sole and into a waiting car. 

Police notified local and state police 
and the FBI. They called Logan, 
Manchester and Lawrence airports, 
car rental agencies, motels, hotels and 
any other agency they could imagine to 
be on the lookout for the boy and his 
father. 

“We checked everything possible,

The attorney 
said he could probably get Mr. Brown 
to turn himself in within 48 hours, but 
that he didn’t want his client to spend 
Saturday and Sunday nights in jail, 
according to Detective Pattullo, But the 
detectives told Mr. Mondano that 
wasn't good enough, and that it was the 
child's safety about which they were 
concerned. They told him to turn over 
the child immediately even if he did 
not turn himself in, Detective Pattullo 
said. 

The attorney agreed, but they did 
not hear back that night. Sunday morn 
ing the attorney called to say Mr. 
Brown would turn himself in at around 
5 or 6 that evening, which he did. 

“As soon as they came in the door 
we called the mother and stepfather 
and they were here within 30 seconds,” 
Detective Pattullo said. 

Previous arrest 

Mr. Brown is unemployed. His last 
job was as an executive for a company 
in Wilmington, according to police, 

Parental kidnapping is punishable 
by up to five years in jail. 

Mr. Brown was arrested on Aug. 22, 
1991, and indicted by a grand jury on 
Dec. 30, 1991, on the other charges. He 
pleaded innocent to those charges ear- 
lier this year.

Here's a quick look at 
Tuesday's four ballot questions 


In addition to choosing a president, national, 
state and local representatives this Tuesday, Nov. 
3, residents will be asked to vote on four ballot 
initiative petitions for a law. 

If a question receives more yes than no votes 

and at least 30 percent of those voting cast a 
yes vote, it will become law, 

The following is a summary of the four ques- 
tions and what a yes and a no vote will mean, 


QUESTION 1 


Question 1. This is a proposal to establish an 
additional 25-cent excise tax on cigarettes and 
smokeless tobacco products. The money would be 
collected by the state Department of Revenue 
under the same procedures that currently apply 
to the existing tax. 

Yes vote: would establish a Health Protection 
Fund, subject to appropriation by the state Legis- 
lature, to pay for health programs relating to 
tobacco use as well as supplement existing fund- 
ing for school health education about the hazards 
of tobacco use, smoking prevention and quitting 
programs, tobacco-related public service adver- 
tisements, maternal and prenatal programs at 


community health centers. 

No vote: would maintain current tax levels on 
tobacco products and no state Health Protection 
Fund would be created. 


QUESTION 2 


Question 2. This proposal would require cer 
tain banks, insurance companies and publicly 
traded corporations to file annual reports to the 
state listing information from their state tax 
returns that would then be made public. The 
same businesses are already required to make 
public what they pay in federal taxes, The 
required information would include profit, corpo- 
rate income tax due, deductions, exemptions and 
credits, 

Yes vote: would require banks, insurance 
companies and large publicly-traded corpora- 
tions — not individual taxpayers or small busi- 
nesses — to make public what they pay in state 
taxes. 

No vote: would not change reporting of corpo- 
rate tax information or state tax expenditures.

Could voting be 
more private? 


By Don Staruk 
Some voters don’t like their names and party affilia- 
tions called out loud when they go into the polling sta- 


tions during elections, but those procedures are part of 


the security built into the voting system used in this 
state, according to Randy Hanson, town clerk. 

Poll workers had no complaints during the September 
primary election, according to Ms. Hanson, when more 
than 6,000 voters cast their ballots at two polling loca- 
tions. But the Townsman received comments from a few 
residents who were concerned that poll workers were 
Violating voters’ privacy, first when they called out a vot- 
er’s name and party affiliation while handing them a bal- 
lot, then by taking the ballot out of the voter’s hands to 
place it in the ballot box instead of allowing the voter to 
do it his- or herself. 


Announcing names 

“In Massachusetts we do not require identification at 
elections. A lot of states do,” Ms. Hanson said. 

Instead, when a voter goes to the table to get a ballot, 
the poll worker checks the name off on the voter listing 
sheet and calls out the voter's name. 

“The reason for that is, any voter that comes into the 
place can be challenged,” Ms. Hanson said. “There’s a 
challenge process in the state of Massachusetts and for 
these reasons, people’s names are said out loud.” 

Any person in the polling place can question the valid- 
ity of any voter's identification or party registration, 

This is a check in the system, as outlined in the Mas- 
sachusetts General Laws, to insure the integrity of the 
election, according to Ms. Hanson. 

“It’s just an identification check in case anybody's 
being fraudulent,” Ms. Hanson said. “I don’t think I’ve 
had a challenge since I’ve been here. But that’s why we 
do it. The challenge is there in case there’s a problem.” 


Entering the ballot 

The other concern was that residents should be able to 
place their own ballot in the ballot box instead of handing 
it to a poll worker, 

Ms. Hanson said that , yes, voters can put the ballot in 
the box themselves, but the poll workers need to pull a 
stub off the voting cards and make sure the cards are 
being tucked into the envelopes so that they stay together 
in the box, 

“These things are to be kept together at all times,” Ms. 
Hanson said. 

This will be even more of a problem in the general 
election because the ballot will have three parts, an enve- 
lope, with spaces marked on it for write-in votes; and two 
cards, one for offices and a second for the four state ballot 
questions. 

“I think they think (the envelope) is for privacy,” Ms. 
Hanson said. “But it’s actually part of the ballot.” 

If the cards aren't stuffed into the envelope pocket, 
before the envelope flap is closed, there is a danger that 
the cards may slip out and get separated from the 
envelopes in the box, and votes may end up not being 
counted. The wardens say that most people just fold the 
flap over on the envelope and don't tuck the cards in, Ms. 
Hanson said. 

Finally, the ballot has to be slipped into the box with 
the correct side facing up so that both the envelope and 
the voting card are canceled by the counter in the box as 
they are fed into the machine. 


“It’s the type of election system we have that dictates a 
little caution with everybody to maintain the integrity of 
the election,” Ms. Hanson said. 
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Murphy 


At a campaign rally 
outside Andover’s Old 
Town Hall, state rep. can- 
didate Ellen Murphy 
responded to a challenge 
by incumbent Rep. Gary 
Coon to connect his cam- 
paign PAC receipts with 
his conduct as a legisla- 
tor, 

Ms. Murphy cited two 
connections between 
PACs and the legislator 
and she released a list of 
some of Mr. Coon’s PAC 
contributions. 

“Forty-eight hours ago, Mr. Coon 
challenged me to find some connection 
between his special-interest campaign 
contributors and his actions as state 
representative,” said Ms. Murphy. Mr. 
Coon challenged Ms. Murphy during a 
Lawrence cable television debate to 
connect the PACs with his votes. Ms. 
Murphy said she took him up on the 
challenge. 

“Yesterday, I discovered that Mr. 
Coon accepted a $200 contribution from 
CPAC, the chiropractors’ political 
action committee.” She also learned 
that at the same time the Commerce 
and Labor Committee on which Mr.

QUESTION 3 

Question 3. This proposal would 
require all packaging used in Mas 
sachusetts after June 30, 1996, to be 
reduced in size, be reusable or be made 
of materials that have been or could be 
recycled. Packaging and containers 
used to protect, store, handle, trans- 
port, display or sell products would 
have to meet the new requirements. 
Tamper-resistant and tamper-evident 
seals, medication and medical devices 
would be subject to the proposed law. 

Yes vote: would establish new pack- 
aging requirements and a five-year 
plan to meet new standards. Packaging 
would have to be made smaller, 
reusable, or made of recycled or recy- 
clable materials.

Andover teachers are out of line. 

Today, they have an advertise 
ment in this newspaper (page 47) in 
which the teachers say they will 
consider on Nov, 5 whether to con- 
tinue working without a contract. 
Ask them if they intend to strike, 
and none of them will answer. But 
that is what it means. And striking 
means our children suffer. They 
already are suffering because teach- 
ers are “working to rule,” following 
the letter of their contract, which 
means they don’t work before or 
after their contract hours, 

“On Thursday, Nov. 5, the teach- 
ers of Andover will consider 
whether or not to continue working 
without a contract,” the ad reads. 
“Taking such drastic action is the 
last thing we teachers want to do, 
but the School Committee has given 
us no choice.” 

The School Committee has given 
them a choice: to use a mediator. 

The worst part of the teachers’ 
threat to strike is the timing. Just 
when the School Committee’s bar- 
gaining team and the team from the 
teachers’ union agreed to work with 
an independent mediator, the teach- 
ers come up with a threat to strike. 

What if students decided to strike 

walk out of the classroom 
because they didn’t approve of, for 
example, an assignment. Wouldn’t 
teachers expect the students to sit 
down and talk about the assignment 
in a mature manner? Walking out is 
immature, irresponsible and unrea- 
sonable. 

We have heard there are teachers 
who don’t agree with the hard-sell 
approach that the union is taking 
here. We know there are parents 
who are upset by the teachers’ fail- 
ure to understand Andover’s tight 
budget. Everyone needs a better 
salary. Teachers are well paid. It 
would be good if we could pay them 
more. But school money is tight. 
Teachers got a raise in their last 
contract. 

There are people out there who 
didn’t get any raise; there are peo- 
ple who don’t get a salary because 
they have been laid off. 

It’s time for the teachers to com- 
promise, It is not time to strike.

Parents want to talk, but they’re worried

“Dear Townsman editor. Like 
many parents who were quoted in 
(the Oct. 15) Townsman, I do not wish 
my name to be used out of concern 
that my children would be affected. 
But I have strong feelings about the 
Andover public school teachers and 
their self-centered attitudes. 

“I have been generally pleased 
with the teachers and the education 
that my 
three chil- 
dren (two 
at West 
EKlemen- 
tary and 
one at 
West Mid- . Se 
dle) have ‘% ; 
received. . 

But the Panag 
teachers 

do not go out of their way to do any- 
thing extra for the children. The 
teachers refuse to be present at 


recess or in the cafeteria. The stu- ° 


dents are out of the classrooms sever- 
al times a day for music, art and 
gym, so the teachers actually have 
their students for only about five 
hours daily.” 

That is the start of an unsigned let- 
ter we received recently. We have 
another unsigned letter, also from a 
parent about the teachers. While 


newspapers don’t like to use 
unattributed information, sometimes 
we don't feel we have the right to 
withhold information that is perti- 
nent and relevant to what’s happen- 
ing in the community. 

Right now, Andover teachers are 
working without a contract. They 
say the raise the School Committee 
offered isn’t enough. They are saying 
you get what you pay for. The School 
Committee says it doesn’t have mon- 
ey to offer a raise to teachers. 

Here is the rest of the parent's let- 
ter that I was quoting: 

“Teachers are off every weekend 
and holiday, a week in both Febru- 
ary and April, 10 days at Christmas, 
and six or seven weeks in the sum- 
mer. 

“In my job, I have only two weeks 
of vacation each year so it is hard for 
me to feel overly sympathetic for 
these people. Many professionals 
must take in-service training on 
weekends or evenings, but teachers 
are able to cancel school for this pur- 
pose, At West Elementary, parents 
are asked to cover classes for several 
days so that teachers can go to writ- 
ing courses. Can't they take these 
courses on one of their many days 
off? 

“Decent salaries for teachers are 
deserved, but our children deserve a 
more giving attitude from their 


teachers.” That letter was signed 
“Andover parent.” 

Another letter, signed “Anony- 
mous or a Dissatisfied Parent,” 
began, “As a parent of several school- 
aged children, I thought my husband 
and I had picked the best educational 
system we have but we have been 
sadly disappointed. Before moving to 
this town we heard people rave over 
the quality of the curriculum but we 
have witnessed an outdated language 
arts program called AIRS. Yes, the 
test scores in Andover are high but 
at what price? It reminds me of my 
education 35 years ago cranking out 
skills, being bored on a daily basis. 

“IT have been waiting to be 
impressed if not by curriculum then 
by teachers. That also has fallen 
short. There are some very insecure 
teachers (at least in our particular 
school) that cannot accept parent 
participation except in the peripher- 
al activities of the school. Are we so 
threatening to them or is there some- 
thing going on they’d rather us not 
see? 

“Out of the teachers my three chil- 
dren got this year only one is under 
60 years old. There are many old 
school practices from discipline to 
teaching style that accompany these 
teachers. Their patience has been 
spent many years ago. They need to

Protecting 
Andover’s 
water 


Third in a series written by mem- 
bers of the Andover Water Conserva- 
tion Commission. 

By Katherine Kloss 

As discussed in an earlier article, 
the town of Andover receives its 
water supply from a combination of 
Haggetts Pond, Fish Brook and the 
Merrimack River. Bach of these 
sources has a tributary area that is 
the watershed for the source. 

Simply stated, if one followed the 
course of a rain drop, the ending 
point would be a pond, lake or some 
other surface water body. This flow 
could be overland or by infiltration 
into the underlying ground water. 
The ground water aquifer may then 
feed the surface water supply. The 
boundary of the watershed would be 
the dividing line where that rain 
drop would continue to flow to the 
source, for example, Haggetts Pond. 
Just beyond this line, the rain drop 
would flow into another adjacent 
watershed, The watershed areas for 
Haggetts Pond and Fish Brook are 
approximately 2 1/4 and 4 square 
miles, respectively. 

Given the areas of the watersheds 
and other information such as the 
storage volume of the receiving body 
and data on precipitation, evapora- 
tion, infiltration and exfiltration, the 
yield of the watershed can be esti- 
mated. For public water supply pur- 
poses, the yield of a surface water 
source is defined as the quantity of 
water that can be reliably with- 
drawn from the surface water body 
and its watershed during an identi- 
fied historical drought condition, 
Andover uses the worse drought on 
record that occurred in the 1960s for 
this purpose. The dependable yield 
of Haggetts Pond is 1 million gallons 
per day. 

Actions within the watersheds 
can affect the ultimate quality of the 
water at the source. For example, 
roadway runoff can include small 
amounts of oil and grease. Water 
infiltration into the ground can pick 
up fertilizer and septic contamina- 
tion that can discharge into the sur- 
face water as exfiltration. It is impor- 
tant to control activities within a 
watershed to limit the potential for 
serious contamination or long-term 
water quality degradation. Through 
the efforts of the town, Conservation 
Commission, Andover Village 
Improvement Society (AVIS) to pur- 
chase watershed land and protect 
wetlands, subdivision/zoning regu- 
lations developed by the Planning 
Board and septic system regulations 
and management by the Board of 
Health, Andover’s water quality has 
been protected. 

One way for the town to control 
activities within the watersheds is to

own the land.

mately 30 percent of 
the Haggetts Pond 
watershed and 
approximately 40 
percent of the Fish 
Brook watershed is 
owned by the town 
or AVIS. Through- 
out the 1950s and 
1960s land was pur- 
chased by the town 
through the Conser- 
vation Commission 
and by AVIS to pre- 
serve open space as 
well as protect the 
water supply. The 
person who was the 
major impetus for 
the AVIS efforts was 
Harold Rafton. On 
the town’s side, the 
credit is owed to Vir- 
ginia Hammond for 


her work on the Con- 
servation Commis- 
sion and the Plan- 
ning Board. 

AVIS actively pur- 
chased land along 
the riverbank of Fish 
Brook to protect it.

Teachers have offered to resume bargaining any time, any place, and for however long it takes to reach 
a settlement. Thus far, the Committee's attorney has offered to meet for only 90 minutes and not until 
November 3.

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Outwin quits school

The teachers’ contract 
ended Aug. 31, but the two 
sides began talking last 
spring. Both sides agreed 
last Friday to hire a private 
mediator and to split the fee 
for that person. 


Dr. Outwin, who several 
weeks ago exchanged verbal 
barbs in a public meeting 
with teachers’ union presi- 
dent Tom Meyers, said sev- 
eral factors contributed to 
his decision to leave the 
negotiating team,

concern. It’s

Dr. Outwin 
said increased job responsi- 
bilities at Emerson College, 
where he is a professor, was 
also a factor in his resigna- 
tion from the negotiation 
team. He is also a member of 
the School Committee’s vol- 
unteer board seeking man- 
agement solutions to the J. 
Everett Collins Center for 
the Performing Arts, (See 
Townsman story on the 
Collins Center on page 3.) 


Dr. Outwin said Ms. Dal- 
ton will be a valuable addi- 
tion to the team for the 
School Committee. 


“Ms. Dalton’s reputation 
for frankness can only help 
the process, as will her 
recent law degree,” he said. 


Teachers may picket; hint strike

Committee members joined the board, the town 
received $492,000 in additional state aid, which 
teachers say the committee promised would be 
theirs, and the teachers’ contract expired Aug. 
31. 

Recently, the teachers began to “work to 
rule,” or follow the letter of their contract, to 
protest their lack of a contract. That means they 
work only during contract hours and no longer 
participate in before- and after-school activities 
they normally perform. 

Mary Lyman, a member of the School Com- 
mittee and its negotiating team, said Tuesday 
that the School Committee was disappointed that 
the teachers plan to picket and are talking about 
striking. 


“We've gone through hoops trying to set upa 
meeting to meet their time schedule,” she said. 

A meeting between the two sides and the 
mediator, whose fee will be shared by both sides, 
was scheduled for Tuesday, Nov. 3, to meet teach- 
ers’ request that a meeting be held before their 
Nov. 5 general membership meeting, Ms, Lyman 
said. 

“I got a call Monday (Oct, 26) night from the 
teachers saying Nov. 3 was too late. We now have 
a meeting scheduled for tomorrow night 
(Wednesday, Oct. 28) and it’s taken me at least 18 
hours on the phone to arrange the meeting with 
everyone involved. Our lawyer won’t be avail- 
able until Nov. 3, so we’ve had to arrange some- 
one else to represent us. We've bent over back- 
wards to suit the teachers’ schedule,” she said. 

If mediation doesn’t yield a settlement by 
Thursday, Nov. 5, Mr, Meyers said the 320 mem- 
bers of the teachers’ union will meet that day 
and “vote on a final position.” 

The teachers’ union placed an ad in this

week's Townsman. (see 
page 47) in which they 
Say, “A lack of integri- 
ty on the part of the 
School Committee 
threatens to bring the 
(school) system to a 
halt,” and, “On Thurs- 
day, Nov. 5, the teach- 
ers of Andover will 
consider whether or 
not to continue work- 
ing without a contract. 
Taking such drastic 
action is the last thing 
we teachers want to do, 
but the School Com- 
mittee has given us no 
choice ” 

When asked if the 
teachers would strike, 
Mr. Meyers would not 
say. “I just don’t want 
to comment at this 
time,” he said. 

Ms. Lyman called the ad “upsetting,” and said 
that the teachers’ plans to picket and their 
threats to strike as suggested in the ad don’t 
show good-faith bargaining on the teachers’ part. 

“Strikes are illegal and are designed to put 
pressure on the citizens of Andover who are tar. 
geted in that ad. Under normal negotiation pro- 
cedures such actions would be suspended 
because they wre divisive and energies should be 
devoted toward resolution,” she said,

Mr. Meyers said the picketing is planned to 
demonstrate the “degree of frustration over the 
School Committee’s lack of seriousness in set- 
tling a contract, which should be an easy con- 
tract to settle.”

Safety-conscious consumers 
take extra care when driving

Consumer demands are forcing 
car manufacturers to become more 
safety conscious. But all the safety 
equipment in the world won't pro 
tect you and your family unless it is 
used correctly every time you oper- 
ate your car, 


Child Safety Seats 


When used correctly, child safety 
seats are a youngster’s best protec 
tion against death or injury in a car 
accident. 

Since motor vehicle injuries are 
the cause of about one-third of all 
child deaths, it is important to prop 
erly protect your loved ones. 

The safest place for a child safety 
seat is in the rear seat of your car. 
Refer to your car owner's manual 
for instructions on proper installa- 
tion. 

The most dangerous place for a 
child is in someone’s arms. During 
an accident, the force of a collision is 
so great that a child is usually 
thrown from a person’s arms. 

A plastic infant carrier is not a 
safety seat, even if a seat belt is 
placed around it. Many hospitals 
require parents to have an infant 
safety seat in the car before the new 
born can leave the hospital. 

The use of child safety seats is 
required in all 50 states and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 


Safety Belts 

Laws requiring safety belt use are 
now in place in 41 states. But even 
more important, lap/shoulder belts 
are 40 to 55 percent effective in 
reducing deaths and preventing seri 
ous injuries in auto accidents, 
according to safety experts. 

Remember to always wear your 
lap belt, even if you have a newer 
car with an automatic shoulder belt 
attached to the door, Shoulder belts 
are not effective without lap belts. 

Also, if you have a car equipped 
with an air bag; be suve’to wear your 


Seat belts should be placed low 
on the child’s hip bones. 

safety belt all the time. The air bag 
will help protect you in head-on col- 
lision; the safety belt will help pro- 
vide protection if you are hit from 
the side or rear. 

Pregnant women should always 
wear a safety belt, even on the ride 
to the hospital for delivery. Place the 
lower part of the lap-shoulder belt as 
low on your hips as possible. If used 
properly, there is no evidence that 
safety belts increase the chance of 
injury to an unborn baby 

Adjust your position in the seat so 
the belt crosses your shoulder with 
out chafing your neck. Never slip 
the upper part of the belt off your 
shoulder or behind your back. 

Taking extra care when driving 
not only protects you and your fami 
ly from injury and costly damage to 
your car, it also can result in a bet 
ter driving record and help control 
your insurance rates.

Avoid big delays in winter travel 


Registrar of Motor Vehicles 
Jerold A. Gnazzo reminds motorists 
that inspection of safety and emis 
sions items are necessary to insure 
safe and responsible driving. The 
following items are suggested for 
inspection and can help avoid any 
delays in winter travel: battery, 
brakes, exhaust system, cooling and 
heating system, belts and hoses, 
tires, lights (front and rear), wind 
shield wipers and washer: these are 
among the most important. 

The registrar also recommends a 
Winter-driving emergency kit to 


keep in the car, 

The kit should contain tire 
chains, small snow shovel, extra 
clothing, traction mats, ice scraper, 
booster cables, warning devices 
(flares or triangles), small bag of 
abrasive material (sand, salt or kitty 
litter), snow brush, flashlight, cloth 
or paper towels and a blanket. 

“We can never be sure of New 
England's winter weather, but if the 
necessary precautions are taken, 
then driving can be less strenuous 
and done with more confidence,” 
said Mr. Gnazzo. 


Break down? Stay with your car 


Drivers who experience highway 
breakdowns should remain with 
their vehicles until help arrives 
regardless of the time of day. That’: 
the opinion of the nation’s state 
police and safety departments, who 
were recently surveyed by the Shell 
Motorist Club (SMC) 

A majority of state police depart 
ments now believe it is no longer 
safe for male or female drivers to 
leave their disabled vehicles to seek 
help. Officers cite the danger of 
being struck by passing vehicles and 
the potential for becoming a crime 
victim as reasons for the defensive 
safety tactic. 

From officials’ reeommendations, 
SMC has compiled the following 
steps for drivers who experience 
highway breakdowns: 

- Move the vehicle well off the 


roadway to safety. 

- Activate emergency flashers 

* Get out of vehicle on the passen 
er side before raising the hood to 
indicate distress 

- Tie a white cloth to door handle 
or antenna. 

* Place a “Send Help” sign in the 
back window. 

* Stay with the vehicle and, when 
inside, keep seat belt fastened, doors 
locked, windows partially opened 
and wait for help 

SMC also urges lone female 
drivers to take extra precautions to 
protect themselves against possible 
assault when seeking emergency 
roadside assistance, 

Remember, being a member of an 
automobile club gives drivers low- 
cost protection in the event of a 
breakdown.

The seat squabs and knee bolsters 
help prevent occupants from “sub- 
marining,” or being forced under 
the seat belts and air bags. Emergen- 
cy tensioning retractors remove 
slack from both front seat belts. The 
crumple zone concept was pioneered 
by Mercedes-Benz as a result of its 
safey research program. The front 
and rear crumple zones of the S- 
Class body deform progressively, 
absorbing much of the impact ener- 


gy and helping to protect the passen- 
ger cabin. Underhood items mount- 
ed within the crumple zone are stag: 
gered to help avoid their stacking up 
and intruding into the cabin. 

In the event of a severe frontal 
collision, the S-Class lower steering 
column is designed to deform while 
a jointed link folds under impact, 
reducing the likelihood of the steer- 
ing wheel intruding into the vehicle, 
thus reducing the chance of driver 
injury. Also, the brake-pedal assem- 
bly pivots away from the driver’s 
feet. 

Safety, style, and quality are all 
standard features of the Mercedes- 
Benz S-Class.

Shield wipers, replace if worn. 
Brakes OK? Check tires for wear 
and recommended pressure; too 
many drivers run on tires that are 
too soft, hurting handling, gas 
mileage and tire life. Most tires are 
“all-weather,” but consider snow 
tires if you need them. 

If you face really cold weather, 
make sure your car is ready. If start 
ing’s balky, your battery may need 
charging or replacing. 

A good synthetic engine oil flows 
easily at minus-35 degrees Fahren- 
heit for easier starting and faster 
lubrication. Sluggish running may 
suggest a tuneup.

As each day goes by, we have 
less oil available to take from the 
earth. According to experts, we will 
run out of this natural resource 
sometime during the 22nd century. 
Despite this fact, almost every 
nation is dependent upon 
automobiles and trucks. This is 
particularly true of Western 
nations such as my native Brazil 
and the United States. 

In Brazil, we have begun to do 
something about our dependence 
on oil, In the early 1970s, during 
one of the oil crises, the Brazilian 
government started a program to 
replace most oil use with an alter- 
native fuel — aleohol made from 
sugar cane, a plentiful crop in my 
country. The alternative fuel pro 
gram was controversial at first, but 
is becoming more accepted by the 
Brazilian people. The biggest prob 
lem at this point is that alcohol fuel 
is more expensive than gasoline — a 
factor that should change as more 
people use the alternative. 

Although there are no far-reach 
ing plans for phasing out oil-based 
fuels in the United States, research 
and development is being carried 
out in the hope of developing a 
good, inexpensive and readily 
available alternative fuel that will 
be based on renewable resources. 
For example, there already has 
been considerable work done on 
ethanol and methanol, which are 
alcohol-based and made substan- 
tially from grain. A renewable 
resource that is plentiful in the 
United States, grain reduces the 
amount of gasoline needed per gal- 
lon. 

Another possible alternative fuel 
is liquid natural gas, such as

propane and butane, Like oil, natu- 
ral gas comes from the earth. But 
experts say the reserves of natural 
gas are far greater than the earth's 
oil reserves. 

One problem with these alterna: 
tive fuels, however, is their perfor- 
mance, which simply has not mea- 
sured up to that of gasoline, While 
they are less expensive, they need 
bigger on-board tanks, which could 
rupture and explode in an accident, 

There also has been considerable 
experimentation with electric 
engines, but, so far, nobody has pro- 
duced a small battery that can hold 
enough electricity to make such 
power practical on a wide scale. 
There are working electric cars 
that can run for eight hours at up to 
50 mph, but they are expensive and 
bulky. Another problem with elec- 
tric cars is that most of our electric- 
ity is produced in coal-burning 
plants. Burning coal pollutes the 
atmosphere, and coal is a non- 
renewable resource, 

Nuclear and hydroelectric plants 
also produce electricity, but both 
present problems. Many people fear 
nuclear accidents and the waste 
from a nuclear plant creates major 
disposal problems. As for hydro- 
electric plants, they must be located 
near water, which limits their 
range. 

The research will continue and, 
someday soon, alternative fuels 
will no longer be an alternative, but 
a reality.
